Exit  Postmaster  Brown. 

The  administration  of  the  Bloomfield 
Post  Office  under  Democratic  auspices 
came  to  an  abrupt  and  disgraceful  end  on 
Saturday  last.  Au  Investigation  of  the 
books  of  the  office  had  been  made  on 
Thursday  aud  Friday  by  a  government 
post  office  examiner  from  Washington, 
which  resulted  in  the  discovery  that 
Postmaster  Brown's  affairs  with  the  de¬ 
partment  were  muddled,  and  that  there 
was  a  shortage  of  money  received  which 
he  could  not  account  for  amounting  to 
$1,121. 

Of  course  the  department  at  once  sus¬ 
pended  the  derelict  official  and  his  bonds¬ 
men  were  notified  of  the  state  of  affairs. 
Messrs.  Ecward  S.  Wilde  and  Benjamin 
Baldwin,  the  bondsmen,  then  took  meas¬ 
ures  to  make  go<^l  the  deficiency,  and 
placed  in  charge  u£the  office  temporarily 
Mr.  Thomas  E.  Hayes. 

It  appeared  from  the  examimation  that 
no  deposits  had  been  made  by  Postmas 
ter  Brown  with  the  government  since 
■January  last,  although  the  regulations 
require  that  ail  moneys  received  in  excess 
of  the  current  expenses  shall  be  deposited 
monthly  at  the  Sub  Treasury.  This  loose 
way  of  doing  business  came  to  light 
through  information  given  in  a  letter 
writteu  to  the  depart  meut  a  few  days  ago 
by  Miss  Anna  Davidson,  the  principal 
clerk  in  the  offit  e.  There  hud  been  a 
disagreement  between  Postmaster  Brown 
and  Ids  clerks,  which  resulted  in  his 
removing  Miss  Davidson  from  her  place, 
which  she  has  held  with  much  efficiency 
from  the  time  of  Brown  s  appointment. 
She  knew  of  the  neglect  of  his  duties  by 
the  postmaster,  who  depended  almost  en- 
tirely  upon  his  two  clerks  to  conduct  the 
.business  of  the  office.  During  all  the 
time  Brown  lias  held  ^he  appointment,  it 
has  been  a  common  saying  that 
girls  did  alt  the  w/ark,'  iudicatin, 
Postmaster  Brown  was  of  small  account 
except  as  a  figure  bead.  All  the  clerical 
routine  work  was  put  upon  them  and  the 
postmaster  w-as  seldom  seen  to  do  any¬ 
thing  beyond  officiating  as  janitor.  Miss 
Davidson  lias  now  been  reinstated,  and 
isjx^garded  somewhat  in  the  light  of  a 
heroine.
